sity  by  aec  of  course  woo  are  in  sympathy  with  the  highest  acral 
handling  of  these  protle&s.  T  should  think  that  in  the  college  the 
Professor  of  Practical  Training  ought  to  be  trore  or  lose  in  touch  with 
what  is  being  done  in  the  University  in  this  direction,,  and  through  hiir 
toe  Colleges  irust  be  related  to  the  work. 

As  I  said,  however,  no  difficulty,  as  far  as  I  know, 
has  energea  here,  nor  1  nope  is  likely  to  etrerge,  because  of  the 
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endeavour  t.bat  we  trake  to  cultivate  sympathetic  relations*  I  do  not 
oelieve  rrucn  in^lfcsjyicg  the  theological  colleges  undertake  the  scientific 
study  of  problems  that  can  be  better  dene  in  the  university.  Sociology 
is  one  of  these  problems,  lust  as  Psychology  is  one  and  Philosophy 
another.  Tney  ought  to  be  treated  in  the  dost  ooen-u inded  and  thorough 
way  possible.
